Airport growth 
verdict may cost 
15,000 new jobs

UP to 15,000 potential new jobs could be 
lost if the council fails to win a crucial fight to 
lift Luton Airport passenger numbers to 30 
million a year. 

Luton Borough Council has accused the 
Department for Transport (DfT) of ‘potentially 
stalling economic growth’ in the town after it 
published a report saying the airport’s annual 
capacity should be limited to 15 million until 
2050 - half of what the authority wants to 
achieve. 

A Town Hall spokeswoman described the 
decision as ‘pushing us back into a regional 
status and potentially stalling economic growth 
in and around Luton, dramatically impacting 
on local jobs and prosperity, given the fact that 
Luton Airport drives between 750 and 1,000 
jobs for every million passengers that pass 
through.’ 

Since the DfT report was published, the 
council has put out a tender to find a project 
management consultant to help it redevelop 
the airport - without having to build a second 
runway. 

The council spokeswoman added: “To have 
Luton Airport’s growth figures so lowly graded 
is clearly not in the best interests of the town or 
surrounding area, and therefore council offi¬ 



cers are currently challenging the DfT’s consul¬ 
tation paper. 

“Since the abandonment of Luton Airport’s 
Masterplan to build an additional runway, it is 
thought additional capacity can be created 
using the existing runway without extension or 
need for a second runway.” 

Paul Simmons, UK director for Luton-based 
easyjet, said: “We welcome the thought of 
growing the airport, but believe this should be 
in a sustainable way to an appropriate volume. 

“In the short term, we believe the council and 
the airport should address the road access 
issues for its current customers.” 


An airport spokesman said: “We are commit¬ 
ted to bringing yet more jobs and prosperity to 
our local community through further develop¬ 
ment.” 

Luton on Sunday asked the Department for 
Transport for a comment but they were unable 
to respond ahead of our deadline. 

LoS can also reveal that a further 900 possible 
jobs at Express Newspapers’ future base in 
Kimpton Road, along with the development of 
many more sites in Luton, are being put on 
hold. 

The Highways Agency has instructed the 
council not to grant planning permissions 
before improvements are made to Junction 10a 
of the Ml to cater for the extra traffic that would 
be created. 

In July, Luton Borough Council applied for 
£19.5 million from the Government’s Regional 
Growth Fund to redevelop the road and a deci¬ 
sion is expected in the autumn. 

Cllr Roy Davis said: “The Highways Agency is 
creating a real problem for the prosperity of the 
town. 

“It doesn’t have any money to improve the 
junction given the state of the Government’s 
finances.” 

An Agency spokeswoman said: “We some¬ 
times issue what is known as a ‘holding direc¬ 
tion’, preventing planning permission being 
granted for a specified period. 

“This is not an objection. It allows time for us 
to obtain the information we need.”

Suspect hunted 
by police after 
double shooting 

POLICE are seeking this man on 
suspicion of conspiracy to murder in 
connection with a shooting. 

Drizz Prince James, whose last 
known addresses were in the Purley 
Centre and Nightingale Court in 
Waldeck Road, Luton, is wanted in 
relation to an incident on April 11 
when two men were shot and injured. 

Thames Valley Police (TVP) 
Detective Inspector Andy Howard 
said: “James has connections to the 
Luton area and it is believed he may 
still be in the area. 

“Six other men have been arrested 
and charged in connection with this 
incident and James is the last suspect 
that we want to trace in connection 
with this matter.” 

He is described as black, 5ft 6ins, 
with a slim build and short black hair. 
The shooting happened at Fantasy 
Fine Line tattoo parlour, in 
Maidenhead. 

Anyone with information about his 
whereabouts, or who has seen him, 
should contact TVP Major Crime Unit 
via the 24-hour inquiry centre on 
0845 8 505 505 or Crimestoppers 
anonymously on 0800 555 111.

Council officers slated over busway questions 


UNANSWERED questions remain 
over funding for the £89 million 
Luton Dunstable Busway. 

Unhappy councillors were left in 
the dark after grilling Luton 
Borough Council officers about a 
number of issues relating to the 
guided busway scheme, which has 
already been delayed by around six 
months to 2013. 

The councillors told the Town 
Hall’s Head of Planning and 
Transportation that a report into 
addressing specific cost issues 
relating to the project ‘lacked 
sufficient detail’ and that the 
‘answers provided by officers were 
unsatisfactory and did not cover the 
information requested’. 

Liberal Democrat Cllr David Franks 
said: “You’d think that, with an £89m 
project, the public has a right to 
know what’s going on. The public is 
paying for it. It’s still taxpayers’ 
money.

REDUNDANCIES will be made at 
Bedfordshire Police as a result of 
departments being merged with 
Hertfordshire and Cambridge¬ 
shire constabularies. 

Police officers and administra¬ 
tion support staff within combin¬ 
ing units are at risk of losing their 
jobs after the go-ahead was given 
for joint Firearms, Major Crime, 
Professional Standards, and 
Scientific Services units between 
the three forces. 

Discussions are now being held 
with unions regarding the jobs 
that need to be cut and it is hoped 
a decision on the final number 
will be made by the end of the 
year. 

Although police officers cannot 
currently be made redundant, 
they can be made to retire if they 
have completed 30 years of serv¬ 
ice. 



“I don’t believe that the officers 
didn’t know the answers to the 
questions. I thought it was a 
deliberate plan to avoid the answers 
and cover up what’s going on. I don’t 
know why they’d do that.” 

The officers have now been asked 
to report to a committee in 
December ‘with an update report 
and sufficient information to 
establish whether the project is 
proceeding on time and on budget’. 

A council spokeswoman said: “The 


An ongoing recruitment freeze, 
which began a year ago and is 
expected to last until 2012, means 
that any vacancies created by 
police officers retiring or moving 
forces may not be refilled and the 
job post cut. 

Peter Conniff, chairman for 
watchdog Bedfordshire Police 
Authority, said: “There will 
undoubtedly be redundancies 
made following the collaboration. 

“Where possible, we hope those 
affected will be able to take up 
other vacancies firstly within 
Bedfordshire Police and the col¬ 
laborating forces. 

“The savings made as a result of 
the collaboration of services is 
enabling Bedfordshire Police to 
protect its frontline policing serv¬ 
ices with the launch of the new 
policing model this week that will 
see an increase in the number of 
officers and staff involved in the 
provision of local policing servic¬ 
es, which is in line with the views 
of local residents.” 

It is expected that £3m a year 
will be saved between the three

forces following this latest collab¬ 
oration, with a large proportion of 
the money being saved on wages 
as a result of the job cuts. 

Bedfordshire Police need to save 
£19m over the next four years to 
be in line with proposals made by 
the Government, with £12m of 
that needing to be saved by the 
end of next year. 

Further collaborations between 
the three forces are expected, with 
the police authority already look¬ 
ing into joining the remaining ele¬ 
ments of protective services, 
which include roads policing, 
dogs, serious and organised 
crime, operational and contin¬ 
gency planning, and counter ter¬ 
rorism and domestic extremism. 

Over the last four years 
Bedfordshire Police and 
Hertfordshire Police have collabo¬ 
rated on 13 functions including 
the Information and 

Communications Technology 
department, Police Payroll 
Administration Unit and Firearms 
Licensing Unit, which is saving 
more than £4m per year. 


Woman jailed 
for threatening 
to knife man 
she claims 
had raped her 

A WOMAN confronted the man 
she was accusing of raping her 
and threatened him with a knife 
in a crowded shopping centre. 

The 35-year-old saw the man 
inside The Mall Luton on May 8, 
the day after the alleged rape. 

Prosecutor lonathan Dunne 
told Luton Crown Court on 
Friday: ‘A security officer heard 
shouting from behind him and 
saw a woman with a knife in her 
hand chasing a man. She ran 
towards him and lunged at him 
and said: ‘I am going to knife 
you'.” 

At the police station she told 
officers that she had been raped 
in an alley in Frederick Street the 
night before and also assaulted 
by a female who kicked her in 
the face. 

Defence solicitor David Healey 
said police investigations into 
the rape were continuing and a 
man was currently on police 
bail. 

He said the woman's home in 
Luton was also burgled and 
daubed with graffiti while she 
was being held in custody. She 
has now been moved out of 
Luton. 

He said she had to go into the 
shopping centre to collect her 
methadone prescription and 
took the knife with her for 
protection. 

The woman pleaded guilty to 
possessing a bladed article in 
public. 

fudge Barbara Mensah told her: 
“This was a very serious incident. 
You brandished the knife in a 
busy crowded shopping centre 
and waved it about. 

“Having it with you to protect 
you is no justification because 
society would break down if 
people thought they could take 
the law into their own hands and 
walk around with knives to 
protect themselves.” 

She passed a three-month 
prison sentence suspended for 
nine months with a two-month 
curfew and a ban from The Mall 
for six months.

A RUGBY star is in hospital with broken 
arms and leg after his car crashed into a 
tree. 

James Ellershaw, 29, who was born in 
Luton and was visiting family and 
friends in the town last weekend, had to 
be cut out of his mangled Vauxhall Corsa 
by firefighters in Redbourn Road, near St 
Albans. 

Mr Ellershaw suffered two broken arms 
and a fractured leg before being taken to 
Luton & Dunstable Hospital to receive 
treatment following the smash at around 
4 am last Saturday. 

Bill Dempsey, chairman of National 
League One side Jersey Rugby Club for 
which Mr Ellershaw currently plays, con¬ 
firmed that the player has had to have 
surgery as a result of his injuries. 

Mr Dempsey said: “We know that he 
had multiple fractures to the leg and part 
of an operation earlier this week was to 
do some work on his knee, and that both 
of his arms are broken. At the moment 
he is still in hospital. 

“Some of the boys from the first team 
squad are hoping to travel over to visit 
him, the next time we have an away 
match in England.” 


Mr Ellershaw, a prop forward who used 
to play for Dunstablians, made one 
appearance for Saracens in the 


Premiership last season, and has also 
played for Old Albanian. 

Police are not investigating the crash. 


Night in the cells costs 
more than hotel room

PRISONERS locked out of jail after 
missing closing time are being put up 
in cop shops for almost three times the 
price of a bed at a Premier Inn. 

For £55 a night criminals get a no-frills 
room and all meals included in the cells 
at any Bedfordshire Police station, 
providing it is not all booked up. 

The cost has come to light after private 
company Serco - which was appointed 
by the Ministry of Justice to transport 
prisoners across Bedfordshire from 
September 1 this year - has been suffer¬ 
ing some teething problems. 

The company, which handles prisoner 
escorting and custody service across the 


East of England, has, on a number of 
occasions, failed to get prisoners back 
behind bars in time after a day in court. 

Instead it has to take prisoners to be 
held in vacant cells in police stations 
across the county - on a half-board basis. 

The price of a police cell in 
Bedfordshire is just over a third of the 
cost of a night at Premier Inn’s ‘Luton 
South’ hotel, in St Albans, which 
charges £19 per room per night. 

A Serco spokesman said: “For the last 
few weeks we have experienced some 
transitional problems with the systems 
we use to manage the hundreds of 
vehicle movements we conduct daily, 
and this has sometimes affected the 
service. 

“In a number of cases, it has not been 


possible to return prisoners to prisons 
on time after court appearances and 
they have been accommodated in 
police stations. 

“The security and safety of prisoners 
remains our top priority at all times.” 

A police spokeswoman explained 
prisoners will be provided with what¬ 
ever meals they are there for, which is 
usually dinner and breakfast. 

She said: “Bedfordshire Police will 
accept prisoners from the court escort 
services on a case-by-case basis in the 
event that they are unable to get them 
to HMP facilities. 

“Prisoners can be refused if the cells 
are busy but if accepted a standard 
national charge of £55 is made for this 
service.” 


Firefighters rescue woman overcome by smoke from house fire 


A WOMAN was rescued from a house 
fire after becoming overcome by 
smoke. 

Firefighters were called to the 
property in The Drummonds, 


Dunstable Road, Luton, shortly after 
3pm on Thursday. Paramedics from 
Luton and Berkhamsted were also 
called to the scene. Ambulance service 
spokesman Gary Sanderson said: “We 


treated a woman who was suffering 
with the effects of smoke inhalation.” 

Following treatment from 
paramedics the woman did not need 
to be taken to hospital.

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Council ‘subs’ 
under fire 
from union

MORE than £1 million was spent on council subscriptions 
to outside bodies in just 16 months. 

It has emerged that Central Bedfordshire Council paid 
almost £l.lm to around 70 different companies between 
April 2010 and August this year. 

Among the highest amounts was £50,465 to Christian 
Copyright Licensing Ltd - which enabled the council to use 
hymns and worship songs without breaching copyright law 
- £99,548 to the Local Government Association and £32,213 
to The Educational Recording Agency 

The most it paid out was to RM Education PLC - an 
education software company - which was more than 
£425,000. 

Union GMB is calling for the authority to review its spend¬ 
ing on subscriptions and senior organiser Warren Kenny 
said: “It is not apparent what exactly citizens of Central 
Beds are getting for some of this spending and whether it 
represents value for money at this time of austerity. 

“Some of it seems to be associated with professional qual¬ 
ifications for holding specific posts but some councils have 
passed this cost to the individuals rather than the taxpayer 
picking up the costs.” 

Richard O’Leary, another organiser, said the figures had 
‘struck a chord’ with the union. 

Some of the lower sums include £78 to Smokers News 
which is a newsagents across the road from the council 
office in High Street North, Dunstable. 

Councillor Maurice fones, executive member for resources 
at the council, said: “More than two thirds of these items are 
payments that the council makes on behalf of and recovers 
from schools.

Shop’s owner vows to 
stay put after robbery 

A FISHING equipment store owner who considered closing 
down after fearing for his life during a hold-up has decided to 
keep his business open. 

Shane Kelly said he thought ‘this is the end’ when six men 
helped themselves to thousands of pounds worth of £135 Jack 
Pyke jackets in his Shaden outlet in John Street, Luton. 

When the robbers entered the store at around 6pm on 
September 8, Mr Kelly was surrounded, and was reminded of 
the tragic fate of his best 
friend Jashbai Patel, the 
owner of Moon’s 
Newsagents, in Park Street, 
who was murdered in June 
2009 for £20 in cash. 

Mr Kelly, 49, only opened 
the shop a year ago but 
had been ‘seriously 
thinking about’ shutting 
up shop for good in the 
interests of safety, 
following pleas from his 
family to do so. 

But after receiving 
‘support from the 
community’ and the 
police, who he says have 
been ‘brilliant’, Mr Kelly 
(for whom we have used an 
alternate surname as he is fearful of reprisals) said: “I am still 
very scared after what happened but feel future regrets for 
shutting down the business will be harder to cope with. 

“I had my mind changed as a result of support not only 
from customers but the local community and businesses in 
general. 

“I am amazed with the number of people who stopped by at 
the store to say how sorry they were to hear of the incident, 
advising me not to close the shop and let the thieving scum of 
society win. 

“It is difficult to overcome the shock and anxiety and fear 
that I am facing, but it is becoming easier as confidence for 
me and staff safety is growing by the day thanks to customers 
taking turns to keep me company and protect the shop 
until hi-tech CCTV and other security measures are 
implemented.” 

The police investigation is still gathering evidence so

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Exchange pub hit 
by music switch-off

PUB-GOERS look set to be drink¬ 
ing to the sounds of silence after 
the High Court imposed a music 
ban. 

The Exchange in King Street, 
Luton, cannot play recorded 
music after being caught doing so 
without a licence. 

Top Judge Mr Justice David 
Richards banned proprietors 
Home Counties Bars Ltd and 
Stewart Curry from playing 
recorded music at the venue and 
ordered them to pay a legal costs 
bill of £1,551 within 14 days. 

They were also ordered not to 
play any more music at any other 
premises they run until they bring 
their music licence up to date. 

Failure to obey the order and 
turn any premises they run into a 
music-free zone until the licence 


fees are brought up to date would 
be regarded as contempt of court, 
the penalties for which can be 
fines of up to £10,000 and up to 
two years prison. 

The pay up or shut up order was 
imposed after the judge heard 
that they were caught by a 
Phonographic Performance Ltd 
(PPL) inspector playing music - 
including tracks ‘Faith’, 
‘Homeland’ and ‘The Dance’ - 
without a licence on July 22. 

He said that solicitors had sent 
letters to the premises informing 
them of the nature and extent of 
PPL’s repertoire and that the play¬ 
ing in public of sound recordings 
without a licence or permission 
constitutes infringement of its 
copyright, and inviting them to 
acquire a licence. 

The ban applies to all forms of 
mechanically recorded music 
such as records, tapes and CDs in 


PPL’s repertoire, which covers 97 
per cent of all music. 

Music licences can cost hun¬ 
dreds or even thousands of 
pounds, depending on the size of 
the venue and the audiences 
involved. 

PPL spokesman Jonathan 
Morrish said: “Tariffs will vary but 
a PPL licence, which is issued on 
an annual basis, can cost as little 
as 14 pence per day. 

“It is widely recognised that 
there are significant potential 
benefits to any business from the 
use of music in public. 

“PPL takes infringement of its 
members’ copyright very serious¬ 
ly and we will take the necessary 
action to protect our members’ 
rights.” 

PPL is separate from PRS for 
Music, which collects a licence fee 
on behalf of composers and 
music publishers.

BUSINESS owners feel they are 
being ignored as the council 
prepares to knock down their 
premises. 

Luton Borough Council’s exec¬ 
utive agreed on Monday night to 
the demolition of Tower Court on 
Abottswood Parade to redevelop 
the area and build more houses. 

But the fish and chip shop and 
builders’ merchant are worried 
what it could mean for their busi¬ 
nesses when they have to relo¬ 
cate. 

Jack Chan, 25, whose parents 
own Youngs Fish Bar, said: “It has 
been a big headache. We were 
told years ago that it would be 
happening and we still don’t 
know what is going to happen for 
us. 

“My parents and I live upstairs 
so we are affected twice as much 
as everyone else. We don’t know 
where we will be offered to move 
to, what the rent will be like or if 
the place will be fitted out.” 

Bob Kemster, who owns the 
shop next door, has been there 
for ten years. Ffe said: “It is unbe¬ 
lievable the fact that they haven’t 
really told us what is happening. 


All the residents upstairs seem to 
know what is going on but we 
don’t. 

“We employ nine people, that is 
quite a big number and will be a 
big change for us. There are 
industrial units we could go to, 
but all our customers know us 
here. If we are right out of the 
way somewhere we might lose 
business and if the rent is a lot 
higher we may need to cut back.” 

But residents are happier with 
the plans. Kenza Abedelli, 27, 
said she is pleased to be leaving 
the property because of anti¬ 
social behaviour. She said: “I’m 
really, really happy, it will be 
exciting to move. 

“I have four little girls and it’s 
hard to get up the stairs, and 
there has been trouble with 
teenagers standing down there 
smoking drugs. All of us are 
happy for them to demolish this 
place.” 

A council spokesman said: “We 
have looked at rehousing the 
retailers as part of the new devel¬ 
opment in response to requests 
from the local community, but 
we are examining what can be 
achieved. 

“If the development goes 
ahead, the businesses will need 
to relocate whether or not we 
build new shop units because of

the build programme. We have 
consulted them in line with our 
responsibilities as landlord and 
will continue to do what we can 
to help, including help them find 
alternative accommodation.”

What is happening to NHS?

A UNIVERSITY chief urged 
the Government to delay its 
reform plans which would 
prevent the ‘well-off from 
receiving more public fund¬ 
ing for their degrees’ in his 
speech at the Conservative 
Party Conference. 

Professor Les Ebdon, vice- 
chancellor of the University of 
Bedfordshire, used a fringe 
meeting at this week’s confer¬ 
ence to ask ministers to delay 
their proposals to create 
unlimited competition for 
students who achieve AAB 
grades and above at A level. 

Speaking as chairman of 
think tank million+ on 
Tuesday alongside 

Universities Minister David 
Willetts MP, Professor Ebdon 
urged the Government to 
‘pause’ the reforms set out in 
the Higher Education White 
Paper, which would also see a 
margin of 20,000 places only 
available to institutions 
charging fees of less than 


£7,500. He said: “The 
Government’s plan for a 
market in student numbers 
risks undermining all their 
warm words about social 
mobility. 

“The White Paper proposals 
are the very opposite of the 
pupil premium. Rather than 
add extra resources to less 
advantaged students, these 
plans will see the well-off and 
well-heeled receive more 
public funding for their 
degrees. 

“Ministers would be doing 
students and universities a 
disservice to push ahead with 
changes in 2012/13. After all 
there’s change aplenty in 2012 
and no one yet knows the 
impact of the new fees and 
loan system on student 
demand. 

“This is why I am calling on 
ministers to delay making any 
decisions about a White Paper 
that many MPs have not read, 
which the public has not yet 
understood and which will 
undoubtedly change English 
Higher Education forever.”

T HE Conservatives never 
seem very keen on human 
rights. That is not entirely 
fair. They don’t mind human 
rights for people in other 
countries or for law-abiding 
British citizens who live in rural 
villages, it is just the rest of us 
they want to deprive. 

Along with immigration, the 
EU, speed cameras and Wind 
Farms, it winds them up. 

So it comes as no surprise that 
they want to get rid of the 
European Convention on 
Human Rights. 

So the first step will be to get 
the courts to take a tougher line 
on the Convention. Criminals 
and illegal immigrants will not 
be able to use it to avoid being 
deported. The next step could 
be those with a criminal record 
and legal immigrants, although 
that might cause some short¬ 
ages in the jobs market. 

So what is so scary about the 
European Convention? Partly it 
feeds on the right wing 
obsession with what they see as 
being PC. It’s article eight the 
criminals and illegal immigrants 
use, which gives rights to 
privacy and family life. 

It is the one, in the newspaper 
world, that competes with 
article ten, giving the right to 
freedom of expression. 

The story the Home Secretary 
told was that a man could not 
be deported because he owned 
a cat, which proved he was a 
family man. It reminds me of PC 
claims in the 1980s that councils 
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stevelowe

had renamed manhole covers as 
person hole covers. That story 
was not true and it would not 
surprise me if the cat story was 
untrue, or embellished. 

But in their minds people who 
are not proper human beings 
should not have human rights. 

Also the title has the word 
European in it, so must be bad. 

If you would take the time to 
read the Convention, though, I 
am sure you will find it difficult 
to find anything wrong with it. 
And much of it protects 
citizens against governments 
and their agencies, which seem 
to me to be quite important. 

And of course the Government 
runs the risk that if it tightens 
up the way the courts interpret 
the law too much, citizens will 
appeal to the European Court of 
Human Rights. Which could be 
very costly. So could they do us 
all a favour and concentrate on 
the economy and worry about 
taking our rights away once they 
have won a second term? 

I RECEIVED a call this week 
from a woman who was 
confused by a small story in 
the paper. This concerned a 
PCC judgment which had gone 
in our favour. The PCC had been 


taken against us by an organisa¬ 
tion Called Marsh Farm 
Outreach(MFO). 

We had been critical of MFO, 
which had been receiving lots of 
Government cash, from some¬ 
thing called New Deal for the 
Communities. This involved the 
Government of the day giving 
£48m to the Marsh Farm com¬ 
munity, to improve their lives 
and surroundings. 

We had said some of this 
money had not been spent 
wisely, particularly by MFO. 

The woman said she had been 
on a website which was 
suggesting we would be losing 
the case against the PCC, in the 
same way as MFO won its 
Judicial Review. 

As I made it clear to her, MFO 
made 12 complaints against us 
and lost all 12. The judgement is 
on our website for anyone who 
wants to see it. MFO also lost its 
Judicial Review back in February 
- someone is not getting their 
stories straight! 

Interestingly it looks as though 
MFO will be getting more 
Government cash, under a 
Government ‘Big Society’ 
scheme. Let’s hope they spend it 
wisely. You can be sure we will 
tell you.

A TEENAGER was punched 
and kicked in the face as he 
sat on church steps.

Peace march that 



THIS month sees the 75th anniversary of the Town Hall 
being officially re-opened after it was dramatically 
burned to the ground after the Peace Day Riots in the 
town. It would be 17 years before a new one was built. 
SOPHIE SCOTT looks at how the disorder came about. 


O N July 19, 1919, hundreds 
of Lutonians marched 
through the streets of the 
town and began to gather 
outside the Town Hall in George 
Street as part of a Peace 
Procession to mark the end of 
the First World War. 

It did not, however, take long for 
disorder to start, with one man - 
George Goodship - inciting the 
crowd and urging them to smash 
down the doors. 

Throughout the day up to 4,000 
people lined the streets and, as 
the night drew in, an ‘unruly’ ele¬ 
ment - who had armed them¬ 
selves -joined the crowd. Reports 
state that many of them had 
spent the day drinking in pubs. 

As ‘peace flares’ were lit, people 
began hurling missiles at the 
building and the baying mob 
began to rush the Town Hall and, 
with police unable to cope, with¬ 
in half an hour the Town Hall, 
which had stood since 1847, was 
burning. 

Chief Constable Charles Griffin 
contemplated calling a magis¬ 
trate to read the Riot Act, but 
deemed at this stage there was no 
need. 

By 5am the next day firefighters 
had managed to bring the fire 
under control and it was extin¬ 
guished. Later that morning the 
building was protected by the 
military. 

Luckily, there were no fatalities, 
but many of the firefighters and 
policemen were injured. 

In October that year, 27 men 


and one woman were sent for 
trial in Bedford for riot offences. 

Many had no previous convic¬ 
tions and had served in the First 
World War. 

Punishments ranged from a few 
months ‘hard labour’ to a few 
months in jail. 

Maud Kitchener, a machinist 
and the only woman to be 
charged, was remarked to be a 
‘dangerous character’ and was 
jailed for six months. 

John Harper, who has worked 


for the council for 39 years, is a 
history buff and knows the Town 
Hall inside and out. He explains 
more about the day and its signif¬ 
icance. 

He said: “One of the things the 
local people wanted to do was to 
hold a peace rally in Wardown 
Park - but the council said they 
couldn’t hold it there and they 
had to do something else. 

“They were given a march but 
not the one they wanted. It was 
sort of like ‘we are the council, we

will make the decisions’. They 
didn’t listen to the public. 

“Crowds gathered outside the 
Town Hall and some of the people 
were, in modern day parlance, 
‘known to the police’. 

“It wasn’t their fight but they 
made it theirs and began throw¬ 
ing bricks and other things, and 
petrol-type bombs were thrown 
into the building which caused 
the fire. 

“One of the stories says that the 
mayor at the time and the coun¬ 
cillors were having a function at 
the rear of the Town Hall on that 
day, and I don’t know how much 
is legend, but the mayor is said to 
have escaped through a window 
clutching his chain of office. 

“We have not had the same sort 
of attacks on public buildings 
since then. There has, obviously, 
been disorder, but we have never 
had anything like that since. 

“Hopefully the council is more 
aware now of the need to work 
with people and the police to stop 
anything like this happening 
again and there is communica¬ 
tion between groups.” 

Due to post-war financial strug¬ 
gles, construction of the new 
Town Hall did not get under way 
until 1935. 

It was officially opened on 


October 28, 1936, by HRH the 
Duke of Kent. In the intervening 
years the council had to meet in 
the library and the courts. 

The current building, including 
all furniture, cost £125,000. It is 
built in the same style as many 
other public office buildings of 
the age, in a neo-classical style. 


It is made of Portland Stone in 
the hope that this would mean it 
could not be burned down in the 
future. 

In 1998 Luton Town Hall was 
given special protection and was 
listed as a Grade II listed building 
‘of special architectural or histor¬ 
ical interest’.

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Hospice urges punters 
to spurn Health Lottery

A HOSPICE has blasted the new 
Health Lottery for only donat¬ 
ing a fifth of ticket income to 
charity and urged would-be 
players to boycott it. 

Keech Hospice Care, based in 
north Luton, is ‘extremely con¬ 
cerned’ participants of its own 
fundraising lottery, which gener¬ 
ates £700,000 a year, will stop 
playing in favour of the nation¬ 
wide Health Lottery. 

Keech leaders fear their seri¬ 
ously ill patients will be deprived 
of vital care services if people

children, so players can rest 
assured that their money is 
being well spent in their own 
community. 

“We’re extremely concerned 
about the potential to lose fund¬ 
ing to this new Health Lottery 
and would ask our very loyal 
supporters to stay with us and 
choose to play the Keech Lottery. 

“We depend on the generosity 
of our community for 75 per cent 
of the £5 million-plus it costs to 
give the essential care and serv¬ 
ices to those who have life-limit¬ 
ing conditions. 

“It’s for this reason that we’re 
urging people who care about 
their local hospice to say ‘yes’ to 
supporting the Keech Lottery 


and ‘no’ to the Health Lottery.” A 
Health Lottery spokesman said: 
“The idea of donating 20p per £1 
to charity is so we can feasibly 
have a large jackpot.

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Elderly targeted by 
distraction burglars

AN 81-YEAR-OLD has become 
the latest victim in a spate of 
distraction burglaries. 

Pensioners in Dunstable and 
Caddington have been targeted 
by robbers who tell them part of 
their home has been damaged 
and they would like to pay for 
repairs. 

On Tuesday shortly before 1pm, 
a man went to the 81-year-old’s 
house in Waterlow Road, 
Dunstable, and said there was 
damage to his fence and asked to 
show the victim. 

As this was happening a second 
raider slipped into the house and 
stole hundreds of pounds in cash 
from his wallet. The victim heard 
another man shout out and the 
first burglar then fled. 

The pensioner went to the front 


door, but could not see the bur¬ 
glar anywhere and, after inspect¬ 
ing his home, he realised that he 
had been robbed and went to a 
neighbour’s house for help. 

Similarly on September 29 
another elderly man in West 
Street, Dunstable, was told a 
window had been broken at the 
back of his home. When the men 
asked to get into the garden the 
victim became suspicious and 
requested them to leave. 

Less than an hour later a man 
went to a house in Manor Road, 
Caddington, claiming fencing in 
the back garden was damaged. 

The pensioner let them into the 
back garden but again became 
suspicious and asked him to 
leave. 

As they were going back through 
the house a second man was in 
the property. Both men fled tak¬ 
ing the victim’s handbag. 


Detective Constable Catherine 
Layton said: “We have become 
used to distraction burglars 
claiming to be from utility 
companies or the emergency 
services, but it appears that they 
are attempting a new method of 
gaining access to properties.” 

If you have an elderly relative, 
friend or neighbour now is a good 
time to remind them not to let 
unexpected visitors into their 
homes.

Your CV 


When you send your CV off to a potential employer, 
remember that you won't be the only one. Hundreds 
of other people could be applying for the job as well. 

So what are you going to do to make you stand out 
from the crowd? Why should an employer take a 
chance on you instead of someone else? 

Your CV is your first real chance to sell yourself to a 
potential employer. Most employers will scan through 
a CV in about 30 seconds so you need to grab their 
attention from the start - and make them want to 
invite you for an interview. 

There are five main areas to consider 
when writing your CV: 

• Make sure your CV looks the part. Your CV should 
look clean and tidy - don't scrawl it out on a piece of 
A4 paper. If you haven't got access to a PC or printer, 
ask a friend or use your local library. Use a good 
quality paper and steer clear of fancy borders and 
front covers. 

• Watch out for silly spelling and grammar mistakes. 
They make you look lazy and show employers that 
you don't really care. It's not difficult to do a spell 
check on your PC and if you're really stuck then don't 
just guess, reach for a dictionary. Get a friend to read 
through your CV for you - a second opinion is always 
useful. 

• Make sure your CV is well organised. When you list 
your previous jobs, make sure the dates are correct 
and try not to leave any gaps. If you took time out to 
go travelling then say so - employers won't mark you 
down just because you've tried something new. 

• Don't waffle. Remember that employers don't have 
time to read every word of your CV. Long paragraphs 
and sentences put people off, so try bullet-points to 
break up text. Make sure your CV is no longer than 
two pages long - employers don't want your life 
history, they just want to see that you've got what it 
takes to do the job. 

• Don't list any failures. Employers have enough 
trouble finding someone who is right for the job - 
they don't need help finding reasons not to employ 
you. If you have to include a mistake from your past, 
make sure you show the employer that you learnt 
something from the experience. 


Keep it simple 


Personal details 

Start off with your full name, address, date of birth, 
home and mobile phone numbers, email address and 
nationality. If you are offered an interview, the 
employer will want to get hold of you so give him as 
many options as possible. 


Summary/professional profile 

This is the Nol area for selling yourself. Set out your 
main skills and personal qualities but keep it 
interesting and tight - one paragraph should do to 
cover everything. 

Education and qualifications 

List your qualifications and education history, with the 
most recent first. You don't need to list the grades for 
each exam you have passed unless they were 
exceptional results - simply listing the number and 
type of exams you've passed is fine. Also, list any 
relevant professional organisations you belong to and 
training courses you have been on. 

Work experience 

Start with your most recent position and work 
backwards, giving addresses along with start and 
finish dates. Set out your main responsibilities, duties 
and most importantly achievements, along with any 
skills you picked up or improvements you made while 
you were there. This is a really important section in 
your CV so make it count - but don't waffle. 

If you have not had a full-time job before, detail any 
part-time jobs you may have held or any placement 
you have been on. 

Other skills 

Set out any computer skills you may have and the 
software you are most familiar with. Can you type, do 
shorthand or speak a foreign language fluently? If you 
have a driving licence, let the employer know. If it's 
clean, tell them. 

Interests & hobbies 

Briefly list what you get up to in your spare time. Put 
down any positions you hold in clubs or associations, 
along with any responsibilities and achievements. 

References 

Make sure you have at least two people (including 
one from your previous or current job) who will tell an 
employer what a thoroughly nice person you are and 
what a potential asset to the company you would be. 


If you want to list them now make sure you include 
their name, job title, postal & e-mail address and 
contact phone numbers. Alternatively, just put 
"Available on request" so the employer knows to 
follow up references at a later date. 


Add a covering letter 


The main aim of a covering letter is to encourage 
an employer to give you a chance. You want them 
to read your CV, so sell it to them. You should 
always enclose a covering letter when applying for 
a job - most employers won't consider you unless 
you do. 

A covering letter should let the employer know why 
you are interested in the job and why you think you 
can do it. 

The hints and tips below should point you 
in the right direction: 

• Keep it simple. A covering letter should be short 
and to the point - no more than six paragraphs. 

• Mention the job. If you are replying to an advert, 
mention what the job is and where you saw it. The 
company may be advertising for other positions and it 
may not be clear which job you are applying for. 

• Sell yourself. Explain why you are the perfect 
candidate for the job. Show off your strengths and 
experience. Refer to your CV - if it goes missing then 
at least an employer will know that you've sent it. 

• Check it for mistakes. A silly spelling mistake in a 
covering letter is likely to cost you your chance of 
getting an interview. Also, make sure it is addressed 
to the right person in the right department. 

A covering letter can be just as important as a CV in 
getting you an interview. It's your first point of contact 
with your potential employer - so make it count.

THE Robbie Willmott and Amari Morgan-Smith 
show did for Kidderminster Harriers at 
Aggborough, with one scoring twice and the other 
providing the two assists as Luton Town battled to a 
2-1 victory that took them back into the Blue 
Square Bet Premier play-off places. 

Willmott grabbed both goals for the Hatters and 
now has four in his last two appearances, with 
Morgan-Smith again setting both up on an afternoon 
where he tormented the home side down the right 
wing.

LUTON Town youth team manager Paul 
Driver has hailed a Football League rul¬ 
ing that protects the club’s youngsters 
from being poached as ‘vital’ and said 
that starlets have a quicker route into a 
senior side at a Conference outfit than 
anywhere else. 

The former Rushden & Diamonds assis¬ 
tant manager was permanently handed 
the lead role in the Kenilworth Road 
youth set-up on Friday and admitted that 
the current 15, 16 and 17-year-olds make 
up one of the best youth teams he has 
seen in recent years. 

While the likes of David Moli 
(Liverpool), Cauley Woodrow (Fulham) 
and Michael Cain (Leicester City) have all 
left for significant fees in the last few 
years, the protection granted from the 
Football League in August means that the 
Hatters are in full control of who leaves 
and when and Driver is hoping that will 
see Town’s rich history of producing 
homegrown talent continue through to 
the first team in a years to come. 

He said: “I’m going to bang the drum 
that you’re better being at a well run 
Conference set-up if you’re looking to 
develop as a first team player. 

“From their potential to move on, 
they’ve got a better chance of playing in 
Luton’s first team than they have in a 
Championship first team.” 

On the Football League ruling, Driver 
said: “It is vital. I had the issue at Rushden 
where we were in the same position as 
Luton and the Football League didn’t take 
the same view and we lost players. 


“The really big clubs would help. 
Liverpool gave us decent money for a lad 
called Aaron King, whereas the not so big 
clubs - and I won’t mention them because 
I’ll get in trouble - would just take them 
and none of them have made it. 

“It is vital to be able to keep what we’ve 
got going here [at Luton].” 

He added: “With all due respect to 
Rushden, this is a proper a football club, 
set up as a football club. The medical and 
scientific support is much better and the 
crowd support is much better. 

“Five and six thousand [at games] was 
never heard of at Rushden. I don’t want to 
belittle what we did because it was a great 
little club but this is set up as a football 
club.” 

Though he says that the trio the Hatters 
have sold on to Premier League and 
Championship clubs will have a big 
chance of making it as professional play¬ 
ers, he admits his role comes with its dif¬ 
ficulties. 

He said: “It’s even the agents these days 
that you have to persuade, though you 
never will. 

“But what we are saying to the boys and 
their parents is better than what other 
clubs and agents are telling them. 

“The big thing with the Football League 
allowing us to have the protection on the 
boys, it is only going to be the ones who 
have a really good chance that get to move 
on. 

“It is not people making money out of 
boys that haven’t got much of a chance.” 

He added: “You’d like to think, if things 
didn’t work out, the worse thing that hap¬ 
pens is they come back and we keep the 
money.”
